This action is in response to the submission filed on 7/14/2008. Claims 1-16 are presented for 
examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While lino teaches 
emulating the operation of a one-chip microcomputer with a vector switching circuit for 
outputting different vector addresses for different programs to be initiated, neither this reference, 
taken either alone or in combination with the prior art of record disclose component based 
financial modeling system, specifically including: 

"wherein the CPU is constructed to be reset by the first and second reset signals, and the 
interface circuit is constructed to be reset by the second reset signal but not by the first reset 
signal", 

in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. It is for these 
reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
